Lord Vansittart Wants So­ 
viet To Abandon Anti- 
American, British 
Attitude 
LONDON, Sept. 2 7 INS) —Lord 
Vansittart of Denham. British dip­ 
lomat and author, Thursday c tiled 
upon Russia to abandon hej violent 
enti-American 
and 
anti-British 
propaganda and soiten her attitude 
in international conference-. 
Until 
the 
Soviet 
government 
makes clear-cut moves in those di­ 
rections, Lord Vansittart said. Pre­ 
mier Joseph Stalin’s declaration of 
foreign policy must remain only 
words which the world cannot count 
upon beirn; translated into deeds. 
In an exclusive interview with 
International News Service. I/ord 
Vansittart. former British under­ 
secretary of state for foreign affairs 
and lately chief diplomatic advisor 
to his majesty’s government, saidi 
“Nowadays it is deeds, not words, 
that count. 
"If Stalin’s declaration could be 
taken at its face value, it would be 
the most marvelous news since the 
end of the war. 
“Fortunately, 
there 
are 
things 
that Russia can no which would 
show almost immediately whether 
Stalin’s statement reflects the real 
Russian foreign policy or whether 
lie 
is 
just 
putting 
up 
another 
camouflaged front.” 
Fascism ’s Foe 
Lord Vansittart is well known to 
the British people as an unrelenting 
foe of Fascism and dictatorships. 
H<> warned of Hitler’s intentions 
before the start of World War II, 
and since V-E day he has advocated 
a firm treatment for Germany in 
contrast with the mild policy of 
the British and Americans. 
Of Stalin's “no war" statement, 
Lord Vansittart said:

whether 
Stalin means what he says or is just 
talking.

"Thirdly, if Stalin is sintere we 
can expect to see a considerable and 
immediate softening of the hard 
and bellicose attitude of the Rus­ 
sian delegation at the Parks peace 
conference.

Stalin’s statement reflects the Rus­ 
sian policy, and they should be put 
uito effect immediately if we are 
expected to take the Soviet pre­ 
mier’s utterance at its face value.” 
Regarding «Stalin’s statement that 
Russia would not use Germany as 
a weapon against Western Europe 
and rhe United States, Lord Van- 
sittart said: 
“It seems that Stalin is already 
administering the Russian zone of 
Germany contrary to the wishes 
and interests of Britain and the 
United States.”
